Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Throughout the claims, the phraseology "or" is not 
readily understood by the Examiner. Is it a window or door? Is it a window frame or a 
door frame? A window is not the same as a door and neither is a window frame the 
same as a door frame therefore clarification is requested on exactly what the applicant 
is trying to claim. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. How does the handle (10) interconnect with the push rod (9)? How does the 
locking bar (4) return to the "unlatched" position? If a spring is attached to the locking 
bar (4) (to help the locking bar (4) to return to the unlatched position), then how and 
where are the spring(s) attached? 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



As best understood, claims 1-17 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hansen et al. Hansen et al. disclose a wing arrangement 
comprising a door (16), a frame (the other door 18), a locking device comprising a push 
rod (40), a locking bar (84), an actuating element (90) acting on the locking bar, a profile 
section having a locking part (the plate portion on element 18), a handle (71) connected 
to operate the locking device, a rotary bearing (the hole in which element (86) is 
inserted therein), a pivot element (86) mounted within the rotary bearing, a locking 
driving member (96), an unlocking driving element (98), and a locking case (48). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. patent to Quesada discloses a locking assembly similar to 
that of the applicant's invention. U.S. patent to Eads disclose a sliding and swinging 
locking arrangement similar to that of the applicant's invention. U.S. patent to Logas 
disclose a locking arrangement having a sliding and swinging bolt similar to that of the 
applicant's invention.
